Noone felt the bumps 
in their heads or analyzed their brain 
powers. Although no admission fee was 
charged, an ordinary theater held all the 
people who wanted to enjoy the contest. 
Four lines announcing the event and ten 
describing it, without mention of the 
names of the victors, fully satisfied the 
curiosity of the general public. 

With these contrasts in view, is it sur- 
prising that foot ball is the rage among 
collegians and the majority of them would 
rather be a ‘‘sub’’ on the varsity team 
than an honor man in the class- room or a 
prize debater on the platform? When the 
public worships the athletic hero, is it 
any wonder that ambitious youth strives 
for the honors of the fleld and neglects 
those of the forum? The wonder is that 
there are any patient and wise young men 
who utilize the advantages secured by the 
expenditure of vast sums for the advance- 
ment of learning at our colleges. They 
must be content to take the crumbs of 
adulation that fall from the athlete’s table 
and await their rewards in the struggle of 
life.

CIVIL WAR AND LITERATURE 

After recapitulating the work of famous 
writers born in New England between 
1794 and 1825, Mr. Sydney G. Fisher tells 
the readers of the Forum that the reason 
there are no famous writers in New En- 
gland now is because ‘‘immigration has 
dried up American literature.’’ 

In which conclusion Mr. Sydney G. 
Fisher is entirely absurd, ifhe will allow 
us to say 80, in a Pickwickian sense and 
without hurting his literary and critical 
feelings. 

In New England and everywhere else in 
this country literary activity has been 
seriously checked and the production of 
first-class poetry and prose prevented be- 
cause a civil war was fought in this coun- 
try in the decade between 1860 and 1870, 
when otherwise successors for the older 
school of American writers would have 
begun to develop. 

The men of talent born in the United 
States between 1825 and 1800 have had their 
attention largely engrossed by the ap- 
proach, the presence and the consequences 
of the greatest civil war of modern times 
and the fierce partisanship it engendered 
has made virtually impossible in them that 
frame of mind in which the writer must 
work if he is to work for posterity. 

When in poetry or prose the truth is told 
so clearly and so comprehensively that it 
applies toall men and can be recognized 
at its real worth by all men, regardless of 
party or of country, then such writing is 
called great and by its own virtue it is 
enduring. 

It has been hard to getatthetruth in 
this country during the sectional struggle, 
harde? still to tell it—hardest of all to 
find an audience forit. That is why this 
generation in America is barren of great 
writers. 


THE COST OF EXPERIENOE. 

An English Tory, defending aristocratic 
privilege in the Fortnightly, says that in 
the United States ‘‘self-government really 
means bosedom.’’ 

We have heard something like that fre- 
quently @efore. In fact, we say it our- 
selves when we are out of humor. But 
what of it? 

This is a world in which it is impossible 
to get something for nothing. Only fools 
expect it, and they must bay higher than 
the rest for what they get because of their 
attempt to evade the law under which 
everything has its price—its fair and equal 
price that must be paid before it can be ac-

KING HU 

To those who know anything of the 
man and have any praer appreciation of 
the situation in whichhhe is placed, King 
Humbert to-day is the most pathetic fig- 
ure upon the stage of Human affairs. Not 
yet 50, hishair is alpady white and his 
face wrinkled by pranature age; an age 
which comes from 2 ceaseless care and 
anxiety, such physica and mental strain, 
as few men, public oj private, have ever 
borne so long and so/patiently. Sharing 
all the vicissitudes of that stormy period 
when the house of Svoy staked its very 
existence upon the liberation of Italy from 
the bondage of a thoujand years, he suc- 
ceeded—while still young—a father who 
had played the mos prominent part in 
that liberation, and by common consent 
had been elevated to the throne he helped 
to build. The son hat far less experience, 
and perhaps less natural ability, than the 
father; certainly lacked that prestige of 
personal magnetism which gave the father 
such exceptional pogularity among his 
subjects, and thereby made the task of 
sovereignty so much easier. 

Laboring under these serious disad- 
vantages Humbert assumed the burdens of 
government, and has borne them man- 
fully and nobly for sixteen years. It he 
has not achieved entire success, he has 
done what he could ani all he could to de- 
serve it, and where he may have 
failed it is doubtiul if any other 
man could have succeeded. He has 
conscientiously devoted all his ener- 
gies of body and mindto his work, never 
sparing himself from any toi], and never 
shrinking from any danger. He has had 
difficulties to overcome, foreign and do- 
mestic, far greater than those of his 
father, and he has faced them with such 
moral courage, self-sacrifice and un- 
swerving fidelity to principle as Victor 
Emanuel never possessed. Whatever per- 
ils now surround Italy, whatever misfor- 
tunes may yet be in store for her, not one 
can justly be laid at Humbert’s door. 
Italy may have greater and more success- 
ful kings, but never one more sincerely 
desirous of her welfare—never one ready 
and willing to door dare more to secure 
that welfare upon permanent foundations. 

We have faith to believe that Humbert 
will emerge triumphant from the present 
terrible ordeal, but if he falls he will not 
fallalone. The liberal monarchical gov- 
ernment of which he is the head will 
surely fall with him; and those who im- 
agine that on its ruins a republic worthy 
the name will at once arise are mistaken, 
we fear, in estimating the possibilities of 
the situation. Italy and the Italians, if 
they are wise, will bear the ills they 
have rather than fly to others that they 
know not of’’—which will be as inevitable 
and inexorable as the laws of gravitation.

Will 
the other boys and girls who get the gold 
medals and pins and buttons and souvenirs’’ 
be likely to be as much impressed by the les- 
sons they are taught as by the gifts they are 
to receive? And when the gifts give out and 
no further inducements are offered, will the 
attendance be likely to Increase or diminish? 
Is it not about as certain as anything can be 
in this most uncertain world, that the ma-

. forts to restore the monarchy in the islands 
and who.is no longer persona grata 
to the Government to which he 
ie accredited should be recalled, 
Many vublic men here without regard to 
party have approved this suggestion, and it 
is probable that, should a resolution be 
brought forward instructing the Executive 
to replace Willis with a Minister more ac- 
cepta Vie to the Government which the United 
States has repeatedly recognized, it would 
receive hearty support at the hands of many 
prominent Democrats. 

The correspondence sent to the House to- 
day consisted of a series of letters forwarded 
by Minister Willis by the steamer Australia, 
which arrived at ban Francisco on the 13th 
inst. ; 
The most significant of these communica- 
tions is a note addressed to Minister Willis 
by President Dole, in which he calls atten- 
tion to the anxiety felt by all the Hawalian 
people in consequence of the uncertainty as 
to whether the American Minister was au- 
thorized to use forcein carrying out his in - 
structions, and demandsto know whether 
the Minister is under orders to enforce his 
policy ‘*with the use of arms in any event. 
The reply of Mr. Willisis a diplomatic eva- 
sion in which he demurs to President Dole’s 
conclusions and asks to be furnished with 
specifications as to the time and manner of 
the manifestations of hostility with which 
he is charged. 

President Dole’s rejoinder is very brief and 
states that the mails having brought copies of 
the President’s message of Dec. 18 referring 
the whole matter to Congress, no fugther oc- 
. casion existed for urging the Minister to re- 
ply to previous communications on the sub- 
ject of his instructiogas. 

Minister Willis annere President Dole’s 
second commu im terme not wisely 
chosen, stating he understands Pres!- 
Gent Dole’s last note us indicative of his de- 
sire to withdraw his frst inquiry, and adds 
that he thinks it would be well to wipe out 
the entire correspondence by a mutual with- 
dra wal of the communications. 

President Dole replies rather tartly that he 
has no intention of withdrawing any letters 
addressed tothe American Minister, where- 
upon Mr. Willis rejoingsthat he regrets ex- 
ceeding|y President Dole’s attitude and in- 
ists on being furnished with the specifica 
tions referred to in his rst letter. Here the 
correspondence ends, the steamer having 
salled before President Dole’s reply was re- 
ceived. 

JEERS FOR WILLIS. 

The President's message to the House to- 
day transmitting the eorresponcence re- 
ferred to was a complete surprise and its re- 
ception was not flattering to the adminis-

WILLIS FAILED. 


His Request for an Explanation Received 
No Response. 

Hovoturv, Jan. 6, 18%,—On Wednesday, 
the 27ih ult., at 12 a. m., the steamship 
Oceanic arrived with newspapers containing 
the President’s special message in full, to- 
gether with the instructions to Mr. Blount 
and myself. The message Was reproduced in 
the afternoon papers under conspicuous 
headlines. At ( p.m. of the same day I re- 
ceived the four-page, closely written letter, 
which I inclose,from Mr. Dole, Minister of For- 
eign Affairs, asking to be informed ‘‘with the 
least delay whether you (1) held Instructions 
to enforce your policy with the use of arms 
in any event.“ The information desired, 
although fully embodied in the President’s 
message, might have been asked for and, 
except forthe remarkable statements con- 
tained in the letter, would have been prompt- 
ly and satisfactorily given in a few words, 

Confident that the charges so surprisingly 
and unjustly made could not de sustained, 
an answer herewith inclosed was on the fol- 
lowing (Thursday) morning sentto Minister 
Dole asking that they be made more direct 


and specific. 

On Friday morning, th ult., I received a 
letter from Mr. Dole, herewith inclosed, 
in which he says: Special message of the 
President of the United States has rendered 


any further correspondence on the subject of 
my letter of the 27th of December unnecessa- 
ry, as the message satisfactorily answers the 
question. But he added: If you stil! de- 
Sire the specifications requested, I will be 
ready to furnish them. 

The instructions of the President to me had 
been strictly followed, or if departed from at 
all, it had been in favor of the beneficiaries 
of our wrong-doing.

Secretary of State 4 the United States and 
the President’s message on the subject of 
restoration of the m@narchy. Ido not, how- 
ever, Claim or intimite that this unfortunate 
Situation has been ftentionally created by 
you or by the Goverjment which you repre- 
sont. but arises and} a natural construction 


of your attitude andthe ambignous terms cf 
the statements referted to. 

At the time of you arrival in this country 
the forces of this Gdvernment were organ- 
ized, and were amp¥y sufficient to suppress 
any internal alaorchr After your arrival 
you made communttations regarding your 
policy which were imbiguous and, for sev- 
eral weeks, you falle to disclose your inten- 
tions, and have only partially done so up to 
tue present momer, leaving this Govern- 
ment to inferwhat they may ultimately be 
from the letter frem Mr. Gresham and 
the President's mesitage, in which it has 
been declared in very distinct language that 
the deposed Queen oight to be restored to 
the throne by the Gorernmentof the United 
States and to leave tte United States to infer 
that this assumed obligation would be dis- 
charged. Your language, expressed in pub- 
lic, declared that you intended to perform 
some act when the proper time arrived witb- 
out disclosing what that act would be. 

Under these circumstances there arose at 
once a general feeling of disquiet. The na- 
tional inference from your attitude, lan- 
guage and refusul to disclose your purpose 
and from Mr. Gresham’s letter and the Pres- 
ident’s message was, and is, that you ia- 
tendedijto use}forcejin maintaining your policy. 
The fact is well known that you, as admitted 
by yourself, in your communication of Dec. 
19, without the consent or knowledge of this 
Government have held negotiations 
with the deposed Queen for the 2 
of overthrowing this Government. he ap- 
prehension of both political parties as well 
asthatof persons who remain neutral in 
these matters,is that you holdinstructions to 
use physical force for the restoration of the 
monarchy. lam not prepared to state that 
this government entertains this opinion, al- 
though its want of information to the con- 
trary has compelled it to act as if it 
were correct. In consequence of your 
attitude in this behalf, the 
enemies of the Government, believing in 
your intentions to restore the monarchy by 
force, have become emboldened. Threats of 
assassination of the officers of this Govern- 
ment have been made. The police force is 
frequently informed of conspiracies to create 
disorder. Aged and sick persons of all na- 
tionalities have been and are in a state of 
distress and anx 8 Children in the schools 
are agitated by the fear of political disturb. 
ance. The wives, sisters and daughters 
of residents, including many Amer. 
icans, have been in daily apprehen- 
sion of civic disorder. Many of them 
having even armed themselves in prepara- 
tion therefor; citizens have made prepara- 
tion in their homes for defense against as- 
saults which may arise directly or indirectly 
from such confilct; persons have begun to 
pack their valuables with a view of immiedl- 
ate departure; large quantities of bandages 
have been prepared; unprotected women 
have received the promise of asylum from 
the Japanese representative against possible 
disturbance arising in consequence of Amer- 
ican invasion. 

Rumors of the intended landing of your 
forces for offensive purposes have agitated 
the community formany days. The situa- 
tion for weeks has been one of warfare, 
without the incident of actual combat. Even 
the ex-Queen hascalled uponthis Govern- 
ment for protection, which was accorded to 
her. Owing to your attitude the Govern- 
ment has been cothpelled by public appre- 
hension to largely increase its military 
force at great expense, its officers have been 
placed and still continue in a condition of 
defense and prepardtionof siege, and the 
community has been put into a state of mind 
bordering on terrorism, 

This Government has most earnestly 
sought from you and through our represen- 
tative at Washington from your Government 
some assurance that force would not be used 
and has failed to obtain it. Your action has 
unfortunately aroused the passions of ali 
parties and made it probable that disturb- 
ances may be created at any moment. lam 
informed by military authorities, that while 
the force at your command is sufficient to 
destroy this city, it is :insuffiicient to any 
general rising and conflict of armed forces 
and insurrections or to prevent the loss of 
life and property. This Government is re- 
luctant to believe that this condition of 
affairs was 8 or expected by 
yourself or by the sident of the United 
States. 

I have, therefore, toask youto inform me 
without the least delay Whether you hold in- 
structions to enforce your policy with the 
use ot arms in any event. I trust that you 
will be able in reply to give assurances that 
will tend toallay the apprehensions existing 
in this community.

STEVENS’ 


The Ex-Minister Answers ths 
Made by Biount. 


WasHINGTON, Jan, 20.—Ex- Minister Stevens 
was before the sub-committee of the Senate 
Committee on Foreign Relations to-day. 
Senator Gray of Delaware examined Mr. 
Stevens very closely upon the points where 
he has been charged by Commissioner 
Blount with abetting the revolution. The 
ex-Minister stood by the statements 
that he had previously made and gave the 
committee no opportunity to show by his 
testimony that tne United States was in any 
way responsible for the revolution. Mr, Ste- 
vens was emphatic in his declaration that 
the revolution would have occurred in any 
event; that it was only a question of time 
and that the Queen by trying to overthrow 
the constitution forced it at the particular 
time when it occurred. 

Mr. Stevens proved a willing witness, full 
of talk and anxious to throw all the light 
possible upon the somewhat complicated 
problem. He defended his course in the 
islands from first to last and found abundant 
oportunity to reply to and characterize in no 
complimentary terms the reflections made 
by the President and Commissioner Blount 
upon his policy. Headmitted frankly that 
he had been an advocate of annexation of the 
islands to the United States, but asserted that 
insteac of allowingthis flat to influence him 
in having the American troops landed in ac- 
Knowledgment of the Provisional Govern- 
ment and in assuming a _ protectorate over 
the islands in the name of the United States, 
he had held back from this course as long as 
was possible to do so without doing gruve 
injustice and permitting matters to assume 
a shape which would have deen most detri- 
mental to the interests of this 
country. Mr. Stevens explained his course 
from the time he reached the islands until 
the day of his departure. The story was 
told in detail and the ex- Minister had a most 
attentive audience daring his recital.

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Prof. Waterhouse Gives fouthern Plant- 
ers Valuable Suggestions. 
HE SAYS THERE Is HG MONEY IN 
GROWING THE OLD FBER PLANT. 


It Works Up Into a Fabric Much Stronger 
Than Silk, Yet With All Its Luster, 
and the Climate and 8% of the South 
Is Exactly to Ite Likite. 


In my voyage atoll tie world,“ says 
Prof. B. Waterhouse of Wamington Univer- 
sity, ‘‘Isaw in China the ranie and im India 
the jute.‘ Here,’ said 1 to nyself, is a fiber 
that grows in a climate and in a sol similar 
to the climate and soil we ve in the south 
of North America. Why shoddn’t our South- 
ern planters combine the mising of {ramle 
and jute with the raising of otton?“ 

„And why shouldn’t they} Theretis nota 
shadow ofareason except want of energy 
and enterprise. 

The professor exhibited some samples 
of jute and of ramie that 
had come to him from 7exas. of 
the jute he had the fork or stalk,which grows 
very likecorn, of the coarmer fiber, of the 
fiber ready for rope making and bagging, 
and of a white cloth {that more nearly 
resembles linen than it does cotton and half 
takes the place of linen in many of the house- 
hold necessities. 

„Why.“ says the professcr, in my house 
are napkins and towels and even mats made 
of this bleached jute and the possibilities of 
its employment are yet unknown.“ 

The ramle is glossy in its finished; Aber and 
resembles silk. 

It is the strongest fiber known and once we 
find out how to remove the gummy substance 
from its stalks or keep it fromthe fiber or 
extract it when it getsinthe fiber the com- 
mercial value of ramie will be great. Prof. 
Waterhouse has actually grown it right here 
in St. Louls. He has madea study of ramie 
and has writen a little pamphlet which 
he has published at his own 
expense for distridetion in the 
South. It is entitled The Importance 
of Ramie to the Agricultural Prosperity of 
Our Gulf states. 

No man can teach me new principles of 
political economy,’’ the professor says, dut 
I am ‘still open to suggestions as to the 
means for obtaining agricultural prosperity, 
and I take it that others are in the same posi- 
One thing the South needs, however,

The book begins by stating that the South - 
ern States possess 300,000,000 acres of rich 
soll capable of producing the important 


staples required by mankind. 

it is also a feld for manufacturing unparal- 
leled, because it has abundance of fuel to be 
had for the digging and a climate which 
avolds the heavy outlay for light and heat 
that Northern manufacturers must make and 
local trade is never interrupted by severe 
weather. 

The recent expansion of cotton manufac- 
tures in the Southern states, says Prof. 
Waterhouse, is a signal proof that their 
business men bave learned the value of a 
home market. The expenses of pressing 
and baling, of transportation to Northern 
or European factories, of weaving into 
tissuesandof thereturn freights on the 
manufactured products are outiays which 
local looms would save. The average value 
of cotton fabrics is at least three times that 
of the raw material. 
Ot the 16,000. 000 cotton spindles in the 
United States, 2,500,000 are at work in South- 
ern mills. The wealth which the cotton 


mins and iron works of the South have pro- 


duced typifies the resources which the estab- 
lishment of other manufacturing industries 
would develop. 

But while the manufacturers of the South 
have showna spirit of alert enterprise, its 
planters have not been equally progressive, 
Prof. Waterhouse says. Iney have been mis- 
led bya falsetheory, They have restricted 
their husbandry to the growth of single 
crops. It only a single staple is grown, the 
occurrence of a fload or a drought, of a panic 
or lot an overproduction, causes an 
irremediable disaster. But several crops, 
planted at different times, in Unlike solis, 
and at various elevations, are not apt to be 
equally injured by irregularities ot climate. 
Jute raising has been recommended to the 
South for a score of years,“ gays Prof. 
Now Lappeal for the growth 
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for ithe fabrieation ot ramie indicated the 
confidence of capital in the success of the un- 
dertaking. 

In the French experiments, the number of 
roots planted tothe acre varied, accordin 
to the richness of the soil or the judgment © 
the manager, from 10,000 to 20,000. After the 
second year, each root sends forth fifteen or 
twenty stems. These stalks grew to the 
height of from 5 to8 feetand averaged about 
200,000 tothe acre. There were always two 
and often threecropsa year. At the time of 
the operations, whose results are here re- 
corded, the prices of dry stalks, ribbons of 
crude bark,the fiber ready for the comb, were 
respectively 1, 4. 88, and 15.9 cents a pound.

In one instance where there was need 
of costly irrigation, careful till- 
age and rich fertilization to re- 
pair a soll exhausted by cen- 


turies of culture, there was a clear profit of 
from 570 to 90 an acre. In three cases the 
total returns from three cuttings a season 
were $86.85, $124 and $154 per acre. Americans 
who have triedthe experiment of raising 
ramie in our Guif States have estimated the 
ross value of the two crops a year at from 
to 5120 an acre. The first two years after 
planting so large a yield would be imposst- 
ble, but afterwaras, in consequence of the 
luxuriance of the plant and the small cost of 
its cultivation, the returns would be large 
and profitable. 

Itis certainly reasonable to asaume that 
the unworn soll of our Southern States will 
bear as bounteous harvests as the long culti- 
vated fields of France, and it is therefore fair 
to judge of the possible productiveness of 
American plantations by the richest yield of 
Gallſe lands. The largest gain mentioned in 
the foregoing statistics is $154an acre. 
cial authority Jentitles this statement of 
profits to full credence. But, to avoid all 
possibilities of exaggeration, take only one- 
half of this amount, and then, after this un- 
warranted reduction, there remains a net 
profit of $77 an acre. 

In July, 1887, a Texas planter set out seve- 
ral thousand ramie roots. The next. spring 
each root sent forth thirty or forty sprouts, 
which grew with rapidity. But early in 
July, a drought began which lasted nine 
weeks. During this period, so great was the 
intensity of the heat that the soll was dried 
to a depth of more than two feet. Hundreds 
of thousands of cotton plants perished, but 
the ramie survived the drought, and, quick- 
ened by the fall rains, grew with such lux- 
uriance that often 150 stems were found in 
clusters not more than two feet in diameter. 


In one instance 168 _ stalks sprung 
from a Single mass of roots. The 
plants grew so rapidly that, four- 
teen days after the cutting of the 


mature stems,the new sprouts were 30 inches 
high. Each root yielded a gross return of 
fouror five pounds of fiber, the price of 
which was then (cents a pound. From the 
product of the few plants which were per- 
mitted fully to ripen, it was estimated that 
the average production of seed wouid not be 
less than forty pounds an acre. In previous 
years New York firms had sometimes paid 
Texas planters as high as $4 a pound for 
ramie seed. The results of his experiments 
convinced Mr. Felix Fremerey that the por- 
tions of Texas best sulted to the culture of 
this textile can produce three, or possibly 
four, harvests a year, with an average of 100 
stalks to each root. 

But the fiber of ramie is not the sole source 
of profit. The leavessave outlays for ma- 
nure and hay, for they fertilize the soll with 
the very elements which the plant re- 
dalres, or serve as a cheap and nutritious 
todder. The woody stalk yields a good pulp 
forthe manufacture of paper. The receipts 
which, in the fourth year of its operations at 
Valobre, the French Ramile Co. derived from 
the sale of fibrous waste, tannic bark and 
ligneous stems amounted to $73,960. 

From the cultivation of what other staple 
could the Southern planter, with so small an 
expenditure of capitai and labor, obtain so 
large returns? Is not an industry which is 
so fruitful a factor of public wealth entitled 
to national encouragement? 

The demand ior ramie is large. A few years 
ago Senator Feray publicly stated that the 
manufacturers of France were ready to 
make contracts with American planters fora 
supply of 20,000,000 2 of ramie a month. 

In consequence of its urgent need of more 
fiber, one of the largest textile organizations 
in France offered to form companies in our 
Southern States, contribute a liberal propor- 
tion cf the requisite capital, bulld milis,equip 
them with their own defribrators, and buy at 
stipulated prices all the ramie which Ameri- 
can planters raised. 

But this great opportunity was not im- 
proved. 

For paper making, ramie furnishes a fiber 
of unsurpassed excellence. The bills of the 
Bank of France are made chiefly of this 
material. 

Ihe United States now consume more 
than 400,000,000 pounds a year of foreign fiber 
and bagging,’’ the professor concludes, *‘Of 
this vast aggregate, the largest part consists 
of imported flax, hemp, jute and ramie, 
These textiles can be raised in this conntry. 
Would it not be wise to encourage their 
growth at home, pay to American iaborers 
the wages of their production, and retain 
within our own borders the millions which 
now go to enrich foreign nations.“

SHE WAS A PATRIOT. 


Death of Mrs. Mary Gabard Who Was 
Exiled From France. 


There died in Carondelet within the past 
week a woman whose life is interwoven with 
some of the most exciting and eventful 
periods of France, in the past 
century. This lady was Mrs. Mary 
Gabard, widow of Louis B. Gabard, a 
leader in the Republican movement in 
France since 1880, and one of the victims of 
the coupda’etat of Napoleon III. of December, 
1851. Mrs. Gabard and her husband were ex- 
lled from their native land. They were al- 
lowed five days to leave France and escorted 
to the frontier. They chose Brussels, the 
capital of Belgium, as their futureiresidence, 
but were here under such close watch by the 
spies of Napoleon that they left for London. 
From London they came to New York, arriv- 
ing there July, 1854. Four years later they 
came to St. Louis. 

Louis B. Gabard, Sr., died in 1865, but his 
widow was granted a pension as a victim of 
the coup d'etat under the law passed by the 
French Republican Assembly in 1880. The 
remains of Mrs. Gabard were buried from 
the residence of ber son, Mr. Louts 
Gabard on Pennsylvania avenue 
near Bates street, in Oarondelet, on last 
Tuesday.

Representative citizensof Normandy, Car. 
sonville, Pine Lawn and various other points 
in St. Ferdinand Township to the number of 
over 100 assembled in St. Ann's parochial 
school on the Natural Bridge road at 
Normandy and took the initial steps 
toward the organization of a society 
for the protection of life and property, which 
if carried out on the lines proposed will cer. 
tainly result disastronsly to the men who 
hereafter attempt to stea! chickens or com- 
mit any greater crime in that section of St. 
Louis County. The men who met together 
last night were half tarmers, who do bus! 
ness in the vicinity all day, and half 
St. Louls merchants, whose homes are 
in the northwestern suburbs. They were all 
thoroughly earnest, however, in their 
declarations that some determined effort 
must be made and made quickly to stem the 
tide of lawlessness that seems to be dally in- 
creasing in that neighborhood, 

In the past week there has deen 
an epidemic of crime in St. Louls County 
that has strangely aroused the law-abiding 
element of the community. It was the 
shooting of Farmer Fitzgerald on the Sst. 
Charles Rock road on Tuesday night, how- 
ever, more than anything else, which caused 
the citizens of St. Ferdinand Township ta 
realize that something must be done to bet- 
ter their condition. Fitzgerald lived out 
near Carsonville, and when the citizens 
of that burg heard of his shooting 
they decided to organize a Vigilance Com- 
mittee. It was arranged to meet in Miller’s 
Hall in Carsonville, that is the nine-mile 
house on the Olive Street Road, last night 
and organize, Dut when the people of Nor- 
mandy and the surrounding county heard of 
it, they wanted to come in on the 
organization, too, and so it was 
decided to hold two meetings, one at 
Carsonville and the otherat the school hall 
in Normandy. The inclement weather made 
the night so disagreeable, however, that it 
was decided to hold only one meeting which . 
considering the weather, was very well at- 
tended. 

THE MEETING. 

Mr. L. C. Nelson, President of the St. Louis 
National Bank, presided,and Mr. FredG. 
Zeibig of the real estate Arm of 
Cornet 4 Zeibig officiated as secretary. 
A number of St. Louls business men, prom 
nent farmers and a fe colorea men were 
present. 

PROMPT PUNISHMENT ADVOCATED. 
After Mr. Nelson had explained the objects 
of the meeting Judge H. S. Smith of Carson- 
ville took the floor. Ine Judge is a tall, thin 
man with a sharp, business-like voice, who 
wears gloves and windG-inviting side. 
burns, a la Chester H. Krum. He told 
the crowd that they were there to organize 
for the protection of Ife and property, and 
particularly for the prevention of outrages 
upon their wives, sisters and mothers by ne- 
gro fiends. It one of them criminally as- 
saults or attempts to assault any of your 
women, catch him and string him up 
to the highest limit in the tallest tree you 
can find. And if you can find a limit dy 
enough, hang him to the first telegraph pole 
vou come to. Hang him rigut away. Don’t 
save bim and sive him a chance to escape 
the punishment he 80 richly de- 
serves through a legal technicality. 
And if you catch a man and prove 
him guilty of some crime like robbery that 
does not deserve death, give his punishment 
immediately. Take him outand whale him 
anyhow.’’ 

COL. CLAY TAYLOR’S ADDRESS, 
The Jadge’s remarks were loudly ap- 
plauded, and when he finished Col. Clay 
Taylor, an old resident of Pine Lawn anda 
veteran of the Mexican War, arose. 
He also urged the necessity of 
prompt action in dealing with criminals 
who were caucht red-handed. He illustrated 
his point with this story: Back in , said 
he, 'I was in Southern California. In our 
neighborhood a \.exican stole a horse, was 
arrested and brought before a jury in Judge 
Lynch’s court fortrial.

Inappened to understand Spanish 
myself, although he did not know it, and 
when he had finished I instructed the jury 
to bring in verdicts against the Mexican, the 
lawyer and the interpreter, and sentenced 
them to hang next morning if they did 
not restore the horse to its owner 
in the meantime, Next morning the 
owner had his horse back.

IN THE MOUNTAINS. 


Troops Will Atiempt to Starve Out Italian 
Anarchists. 


Rome, Jan. 20.—The Anarchist movement 
at Carrara seems to be checged. if not utterly 
annihilated. A large force of troops, gath- 
ered from posts on the Alpine frontier, have 
arrived at Carrara, aud thelr pres- 
ence has overawed the lawless 
class. Many of the men who led in 
the recent uprising have taken to the 
mountains. All the mountain passes are 
guarded and it is theevident intention to 
starve the Anarchists out. The passage of 
food or provisions of any kind into the moun- 
tains is prohibited. Every one coming from 
or going into the mountains is searched in 
order to prevent the bands from obDtain- 
ing supplies. Gattani, the Anarchist leader, 
was captured last night. The authorities 


have taken advantage of the interview on 
Tuesday last by a representative of the 
press with Sig. Pellerano, a member or 
the Carrara College. In this interview he 
spoke plainiy as to the objects of the 
Anarchists and did not hesitate to mention 
the names of men who were implicated in 
their plots. Several of the men 
mentioned by him have been ar- 
rested. On the whole the situation is 
better. A large number of workingmen who 
had joined the Anarchists through fear of 
them and who had quit work when told to do 
so have gone back to work, knowing they 
will be protected by the troops. Three well- 
known Anarchists, Pina, an ex-convict, 
Garmegglioni, who was expelled from France, 
and Bardi, who is notorious as having 
been the incitor of the disorders in Rome in 
May, 1892, have been found In Carrara and 
have been warned to leave at once. 
Premier Crispi has ordered an inquiry as to 
the source of the rumers that the Red Cross 
was to be mobilized. 

Reports received up to 70’clock indicate 
that Sicily is§tranquil. A huge block of stoge 
was placed on therailroad track near CaP- 
rarra. A passenger train going full speed 
struck it and was thrown from the rails. The 
engine was wrecked and three carriages 
badly — — 

The passengers escaped without serious in- 
jury. Sentinels nave been stationed along 
the track. It is thought the stone was placed 
on the railroad by Anarchists. 

Carrara is in Northern Italy, only a short 
distance from the famous eity of Modena. It 
has a population of 25, 000.

OR STEAL.” 


“We Want to Be Honest’’ Said the Fpokes- 
man, But are Driven to the Last 
Ditch’’—No Relief in Sight—The Situa- 
tion Desparate—Simiiar State o 
Affairs in Other Citiss— What Cincin- 
nati Will Do. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jan. 20.—There is an 
uneasy feeling among the unemployed of the 
city and several hundred gathered at the 
Mayor’s office to-day and demanded work. 
This was the sequel.of a meeting last night 
that filied the Criminal Court-room 60 full 
that several hundred men were deterred 
from trying to enter. 

The workingmen declared that they were 
weary of waiting on committees and that the 
time for something else had come. Some 
gave notice that they had been evicted, 
others held up their notices to vacate, and 
still others wanted work that would bring 
money to pay the bills that give notice that 
gas will be shut off unless paid for. 

E. Cummings was Chairman. It was his 
information that 3,000 idle men were in 
want. Another statement wasthat a popu- 
lation of 22,000 persons is represented by the 
unemployed. Chairman Cummings esti- 
mated that it would take about $90,000 to 


them untilspring. There was no disorder at 
the Mayor’s office, but an unmistakable air 
of determination marked the interview with 
the Mayor. The spokesman sald: 

„We are not here to make any unlawful 
demands, your honor. We don’t want to 
haveariotorany trouble. We are in a des- 
perate situation. Our money is gone, we 
cannot get work, and we must either starve 
or steal. Some of us can live a few days 
longer; some of us, perhaps, cannot. Show 
usa way tolive without stealing. We want 
to be honest, but we are driven to the last 
ditch.’’

Admiral Benham, who has lately 
assumed command of the American squad- 
ron in the vay, is much admired for 
the firm stand he has taken in protecting 
American shipping. Rebel launches fire on 
the city every day, Killing many non-com- 
batants. There has been no heavy firing on 
the city lately. A report has been received 
that the loyal fleet has assembled at Pernam- 
buco and will start soon for Rio.

Love Before the Medical Society. 


At the meeting of the St. Louis Medical 
Society last night Dr. Heine Marks, Vice- 
President, presided. The Committee on 
Publication and Debate reported that the 
pubdlication of proceedings was entirely too 
dilatory andurgedan improvement in the 
future. It was also recommended that the 
term **perishable specimen’’ be 


construed more strictly in the future, 
and that only those pathological specimens 
which were strictly perishable in nature be 
given precedence of the regular scientific 
programme at the regular meeting. 

Drs. Robinson, Alleyne and Mulhall, 
who had been appointed a committee to 
draft resolutions of respect to the memory of 
the late Dr. Seward A. Finney, reported and 

ald a fitting tribute to their deceased 
Brother in the profession. 

Dr. C. O. Morris presented a pathological 
specimen of cystic ovaries, which was dis- 
cussed by Drs. Johnston, Hurt, Jacobson and 
others. 

Dr. . H. Bond read a paper on Hysto- 
rectomy. and Dr. Summa one on Tubal 
Pregnancy.“ 

Dr. I. N. Love followed with a paper on 
Neurasthen la..“ He said he preferred the 
definition of the disease given by Dr. 
Hughes twelve when he 
described it functional 
neurotrophia. prostration had 
pow became an accepted synonym for neu- 
resthenia. He deplored the fact that it had 
become quite the fad in America among 
practitioners to be classed as neurasthenics. 
Every functional nervous disorder is now 
styled neurasthenia. He ventured to assert 
that 90 percent of the cases of the present 
day .which men diagnosed as nervous 
exhaustion were spurious symptoms which 
are attributed to nerve exhaustion, are 
nothing more than the results of nerve- 
weariness. This weariness is produced by 
over physical or mental exertion without the 
proper and necessary rest being taken. Im- 
proper digestion, work in close quarters 
where there is no ventilation, over-feeding, 
constipation and lack of exercise in the open 
air tend to poison the nerve centers, and the 
symptoms resulting are mistaken for 
neurasthenila. He criticised Dr. Bre- 
mer’s paper read before the society 
on the same subject, tothe extent of saying 
tnat it must De inferred from the dictum 
laid down by him that all local troubles are 
to be attributed to acentral disturbance. 
He also scouted the idea that Dr. Mulhall had 
diagnosed his own symptoms correctly when 
he, pronounced them the result of neuras- 
thenia. He believed that specialists still 
had their own sphere in the ‘profession 
and was confirmed in his opinion 
that the gynecologists had done more for the 
health and happiness of women than all the 
balance of practitioners combined.

Mrs, Lipshitz managed to drag herself to 
neighbors and givethe alarm. Officers were 
notified and were soon onthe ground. Mr. 
Lipschitz expired ina few mingtes after a 
physician arrived, being unconscious 
from the time he was found 
and unable to make known 
murderers were, When the physician 
arrived he was muttering unintelligible 
words. Mrs. Lipschitz became unconscious 
as soon as she reached the neighbor’s door. 
She is still alive, but is not able to talk.

While Julius Bergerman Pleaded on His

into the murder of Jullus Bergerman, who 
was shot dead last night by his brother Au- 
gust.

My husband said hedid not have 
the amount, dut ina few days he expected a 
letter from Germany from the administrator 
of their mother’s estate, and probably each 
would receive his share. My husband ac- 
cused August of endeavoring to prevent a 
Speedy settlement. August goton his knees 
and called on God to kill him if such was the 
case, The next thing he did was to grasp 
my husband and throw him down, 
He held him by the hair and fired one shot. 
My husband endeavored to get hold of the 
weapon when the second shot was fired. My 
husband fell against the trunk. We were all 
covered with blood. When he reached the 
door he fired the third shot, then everything 
became blank and I had no further recollec- 
tion of what occurred. We have been afraid 
of August since his return from the West two 
monthsago. He told me that he had to 
leave Springfield, O., because he had killed a 
man. 

The murderer would probably have been 
lynched had he not been taken quickly to the 
lockup at Morristown, where he is now.

Claims That He Has Been Duped by an 
English Solicitor. 


A CASE MUCH LIKE THAT OF THE NOTED 
REV. DE. HOWARD. 


The Claimant Heir to the Property at 
Issue Is a Poor. Carpenter of Troy, N. 
¥., and the American Pushing His 
Cause in London Is Col. Jacques, an 
ex-Iilinois GSoldier—Amerioans at the 
British Capital. 


Lorpow, Jan. 20.—De velopments in the re- 
cent trialbof the Rev. Mr. Howard in Tennes- 
see have been strikingly duplicated in a case 
before the Queen’s Bench here this week, in 
which an American named Jacques and an 
English solicitor were parties. The question 
before the court was whether Solicit. 
tor Thomas should give a bill of 
costs for the expenditure of $55,000 intrusted 
to him by J. F. Jacques. 

Facts placed in possession of the WorRLpD 

and Post-DIsPATCH show that Jacques had 
come to England in 1886 with $80,000 in money 
and a claim of one Lawrence of Troy, N. Y., 
to the Towneley estates and $70,000,600, which 
had accumulated in the English Treasury. It 
appears suit was actually entered 
for the recovery of the estate, but 
no effort apparently was made to 
get the $70,000,000. The solicitor carried the 
case up to the House of Lords and it was 
finally dismissed as frivolous ana vexatfous. 
Revelations in the case just tried led Justice 
Matthew to say: There appears to have 
been a scandalous fraud, and Justice Collins 
declared: There is a question whether 
Jacques is entitled tothe assistance of this 
court that depends on whether he was ‘a 
party to a gross fraud admitted by 
Thomas to have deen carried out by him. 
The Master has investigated the matter, and 
I do not disagree with the finding. I could 
not take on myself tosay that Jacques is 
fraudulent, but I am not certain that heis 
clear of fraud and Ishould be sorry by my 
judgmentto place any obstruction in the 
way of persons who may have any right as 
against Jacques. It must not be thought that 
this court has absolved Jacques from all sus- 
picion of fraudulent combining with 
Thomas.’ ”’ . 

Your correspondent succeeded to-day in lo- 
ceting Jacques at a London lodging. He 
dresses in black broadcloth, has long white 
hair and a dignified manner. He is living in 
Denbigh place, Pimlico, a shabby genteel 
quarter of London. He says he was Colonel 
of the 738d Illinois Volunteers during the 
war and afterward an official in the Post- 
office in Washington. His principal hope on 
earth now is that the English solicitor, 
Thomas, shall be made to disgorge some of 
the money he has paid him. Here is the Col- 
onel’s statement: 

JACQUES’ STORY.

INQUESTS ON WOMEN. 


The Coroner Inquires Into the Death of 
Johanne Douglas and Mary Grady. 


Deputy Coroner Rohifing held an inguest 
yesterday afternoon on the body of Johanna 
Douglass, aged 55 years, who died in the 
Third District Sub Police Station-house at 
Jefferson avenue and Dayton street. The 
woman was found lying in a drunken condi- 
tion in the yard in the rear of 1233 North Six- 
teenth at Zo clock inthe afternoon on Friday 


and was locked up in the police station, At 
7 0’clock the woman was found in a dying 
condition in her cell and died a few minutes 
later. She is said by police to be an old time 
drunkard. The verdict was consumption. 
She was a widow with no settled place of 
abode. 

An inquest was held yesterday on the body 
of Mary Grady, aged 88 years, who died on 
Friday night at 1832 Morgan street without 
medical attendance.

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THOUGH DINGY AND WORM - RATER, 
‘THEY CONTAIN IMPORTANT SECBETS, 


As Soon as They Can Be Classified and 
Publisned Much Interesting Informa: 
tion on the Affairs of the Ancients 
Will Be Given to the Public—A Price- 
less Document. 


New York, Jan. 20.—Under date of Jan. 2, 
an evening paper publishes the following in- 
ee letter from a correspondent in Ber- 

n: 

In what you probably call the garret of the 
great Royal Museum of Berlin, lie heaped up 
thousands of torn, dirty, unpromising-look- 
ing parchments and papyri, chiefly the lat- 
ter, which were once the filed records and 
legal proceedings of the Fayum, that broad- 
ening of the Nile Valley on the left bank of 
the river not far above the delta, the 
seat of the wonderful Moeris Lake and 
the famous labyrinth which wasone of the 
seven wonders of the world. Though there 
is little remaining of these mighty feats of 
engineering which astonished the ancient 
world, the ground where they stood prom- 
ises to yield us the solution of many histori- 
cal problems far more important than the 
most perfectly restored ground plans of the 
labyrinth or exhaustive estimates of exca- 
vation in the basin of Lake Moeris. 

Many of these secrets lie waiting discovery 
hidden among the dingy, worm-eaten frag- 
ments above mentioned, and as fast as they 
can be classified and published by the 
museum they are coming to light. 

Probably not one of thousands of American 
tourists are aware that one of the most in- 
teresting places in this city is the work room 
of the Royal Museum, where half a dozen 
young doctors are busily engaged, 
one on a Babylonian cylinder in the 
cuneform, another on the memoirs of the 
famous Lepsius,another absorbed in a heap of 
uncouth potsherds on which are written in 
cyptic, the bills, letters, receipts or copy- 


books of the good Christians in the early 
Egyptian Church. Another is absorbed ina 
papyrus already 2,300 years old before the 
above potsherds were written, or yonder on 
some red letter day, if you have the neces- 
sary friends at court, you might see the 
Prince of Anomos ora quondam high priest 
lifted carefully from his undignified standing 
. in the huge packing box in Which he 
as just arrived from the Nile country. 

At still another table, presided over by Dr. 
Krebs, you will und him busy assorting a pile 
of those ill looking and often ill-smelling 

apyri from the garret,or,having selected the 
ragment on which he intends to spend the 
day, he sits reading, glass in hand, carefully 
copying letter by letter. Sometimes it is a 
bill, again a receipt, or oftener the record of 
a lawsuit; but out ofitall we are gradually 
gaining a picture ofthe life of the common 
people in the Egypt of the early centuries 
after Christ, and, more than that, a full 
knowledge of Rome’s method of administer- 
ing government in her provinces, which 
has hitherto been wanting to the historian. 

It was while working on this material that 
Dr. Krebs made the interesting and impor- 
tant discovery ofa little document which is 
the only one of its kind unearthed. It is not 
without some emotion that one looks on the 
little faded piece of papyrus which tells the 
story of a Cftristian’s unfaithfulness. in per- 
secution 1,00 years old. During the reign of 
Emperor Decius (249-51 A. D.), the Roman 
Government, for the first time since the rise 
of Christtanity, officially recognized in it ele- 
ments which were fundamentally oppose: to 
the theory of the Roman State. eretofore 
no systematic policy had been observed re- 
garding it; and, toleratedin one decade, it 
was flercély opposed in the next, only to be 
ignorea by some ruler who followed. But 
Decius took the matter in hand and deter- 
mined to annihilate totally a faith which 
made it impossible to sacrifice to the state 
godsand whose adherents were therefore 
necessarily traitors from his point of view. 

That it was an impossible project is of 
course evident tous of this time, and how 
far the emperor’s edict was carried out it is 
impossible for us to determine; but it is 
quite evident that it occasioned the severest 

reecution in some of the provinces, Every 

oman subject known or suspected of being 
za Christian was commanded to sacrifice to 
the gods. If he refused he was summoned 
by the local authorities, which consisted of 
a board of five 9 appointed for the 
purpose beside the regular acting Roman 
officials. Here he was again commanded co 
sacrifice and on refusal was condemmed to 
death. If however he complied, he was 
given a certificate stating that he had 
satisfied the demand of the State and he 
could show this at any time subsequently if 
ever cited before the authorities again. 

But in many provinces the officials were 
careless or, worse still, corrupt; and itis 
certainly known that for a small considera- 
tion they would issue those certificates to 
any Christian without his fulfillment of the 
sacrifice. It is easily seen, therefore, what 
a great tempation it wasto escape persecu- 
tion in this way, and many ofthe weaker be- 
lievers availed themselves of the opportu- 
nity. 

Such a document, or in fact any small writ- 
ing issued by the State, was called a ‘‘libel- 
laus,’’ but the name soon acquired a special 
and odious significance among Onhristians 
and was applied exclusively to the compro- 
mising document described, The despised 
holder was called a ‘‘libellaticus,’’ and the 
official attitude ofthe church toward them 
was a matter of much discussion, as we shall 


see. 
This much in general was known of the 

subject, but no ‘‘libellus’’ or any trace of 

the imperial edict of Decius has ever been 

found until a few Gays ago, when wr. Krebs 

discovered one in the collection of Greek 

papyri frem Fayum.

INCOME TAX BILL. 


Side-Lights Thrown on the Measure by 
Representative Hall. 


_ WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. . -A number of 
the details of the income tax, which will be 
reported to the House on Monday, were ex- 
plained by Representative Hall of Missouri 
to-day. He has discussed the subject fully 
with President Cleveland and the various 
members of the Cabinet. Regarding an in- 
come tax, Mr. Hall said: 

und there is much apprehension as to 
the amount of income which will be subject 
to a tax. If, for instance, a man receives a 
salary of $5,000a year the opinion seems to 
prevail that this entire salary is subjected to 
a 2 per cent tax. As a matter of fact, how- 
ever, all classes of incomes bave an excep- 
tion of $4,000, so that the man receiving a 
salary of $5,000 would pay a tax on only 
$1,000. 

„One of the most inexplicable things to me 
is the opposition to this income tax Dill, as 


passed by the Ways and Means Committee, 
from the wealthy classes of the United States. 
This bill should have deen entitled ‘A bill to 
suppress Gemagoguery and the growth of an- 
archy ard socialism.’ ’’ ‘ 

In conversation with one of the ablest law- 
yers of the country, Mr. Hall made this re- 
mark: ‘*Were I legal adviser of all the con- 
solidated wealth of the United States I shoula 
advise them to advocate just such an income 
tax bill as this, because it shows a willing- 
ness upon the part of wealth to bear some of 
the burdens of 8 taxation and 
relieve the poor from that burden. If this 
bill is defeated the demagogue can then well 
go upon the stump and say that the wealth 
ofthis Government, while it receives the 
protection and defense of all other classes, 
refuses to bearany of the burdens for its

inquisitorial in its character. 80 1s the Cus- 
tom- house inquisitorfal. Is not the internal 
revenue tax on whisky and tobacco inquist- 
torial? Is not personal property taxation, 
which is resorted to by thirty-nine out of the 
forty-four States of the Union, inquisitorial 
when it requires a man to make au affidavit 
to every dollar’s worth of personal property 
he has and allows anoficer to go into his 
wife’s wardrobe and drag out her watch and 
jewelry and all her finery? And yet the 
same men whohave succeeded in passin 
these laws inthe States now come forwar 
and oppose an income tax on the ground 
that it is inquisitorial.

SPERRY POINTS OUT OBJECTIONS. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 2.—Renewed 
activity is noticeable imthe camp of the op- 
ponents of the income tax scheme. It was 
the first time that they had seen 
the detailed method proposed for levying the 
tax. Representative Sperry (Dem.) of Con- 
necticut, who is ond of the most active oppo- 
nents of the bill, points out some of the main 
objections to the income tax plan as pro- 
posed.

Mr. O’Brien and City Auditor Brown were 
thought to be the only two Democrats who 

Were not buried under the RepuDlican ava- 
anche which swept over St. Louis last April. 
Whe Recorder of Voters issued certificates of 
election to both and as a result both 
elections were contested. Auditor Brown, 
who had a large majority, defeated Mr. G. 
W. Fishback in his contest, but Mr. O’ Brien, 
whose margin was very smail, was not 80 
fortunate, the Oireuit Oourt declaring Mr. 
Frederick to bave been duly elected to the 
office of President of the Board of Assessors. 

The petition in the case, fied yesterday, 

gets forth that.on Tuesday, April 4, 1893, 
there was held an election for city officials, 
including that of President for the Board of 
Assessors, that the plaintiff and defendant 
were candidates for this office and that the 
plaintiff was duly elected. Notwithstanding 
this, it says, the Recorder of Voters issued a 
Certificate of election to the defendant, and 
that the latter entered into possession of 
Same and continued to draw the salary of 
the office. 

Tue incidents of the contest and trial are 
then related, until the time the plaintif® was 
awarded the possession of the office and 
entered upon his duties. This was not until 
Oct. 81, 18938. The salary between the date 
and the day of election amounting to $1,900 
and alleged to have been drawn by defend- 
ant, is sued for together with interest on the 


same.

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EFFECT oF CARLISLE’S ACTION On THE

Iesue of Bonds to Maintain 
the Gold Reserve Gives Confidence to 
Finantes — Stocks fhow Increased 
Strength tn Yesterday's Transactions 
in Wall Strest. 


New Yorn, Jan. 2.—The marked strength 
shéwn by the stock market in yesterday's 
late dealings was continued at the opening 
this morning. The advances were scored on 
active trading and the buoyancy of prices 
was unchecked until toward the close, when 
Sugar, which bad lagged all morning, broke 
2points and checked the rising tendency 
ofthe general list, The net results of the 
market were gains ranging up to 1% points, 
this advance belng achieved by Lake 
Shore and New York Oentral. Manhattan 
came next with 1% points. The exceptions 
in closing below last night’s figures were 
Sugar, Chicago Gas and Distilling and one or 
two less active stocks. The abandonment of 
a fixed price for Council bilis by the Indian 
Council was reflected in a drop in silver-bull- 
ion to 67 cents per ounce, and a decline to 31 
pence was noted in the London market. fne 
fluctuations in the stock market require little 
comment. The advances recorded offer 
strong inducements for profit-taking in a 
narrow market, which was furthered by the 
course of Sugar, the latter stock getting its 
weak tonefrom the approaching debate on 
the sugar schedule. The week closes with a 
growth of the better feeling noted recently 
and a number of conversions among the 
room-traders are reported. 

The tremendous increases shown in the 
weekly bank statement have been foreshad- 
owed by the operations with the Sub-Treas- 
ury and the estimated currency movement 
ofthe week. The inflowof money to New 
York and the disbursements by the sub- 
Treasury have swelled the cash holdings of 
the banks to the extent of 313, 700, 000, of 
which $5,809,000 came from the gain in speele 
and $8,400,000 from the flood of legal tenders 
received from the country and in part from 
the Sub-Treasury, which has recently been 
effecting its settiements by this means. The 
loans increase $1,500,000 and together with 
the cash gains cause an ‘increase in 
deposits of $14,400,000. A decrease in circula- 
tion of $235,300 is a commentary on the 
likelihood of the local Danks taking the new 
bond issue as a basis of calculation. The 
totals of the statement show the following 
large figures: Deposits $542,306,200, against 
which the cash held amounts to $238, 000,000. 
Of this $124,000,000 is in specie and $114,000,000 
legal tenders. The cash held against deposits 
equals a percentage of 44. The excess of 
loans over deposits is $122,000,000. Surplus 
holdings aggregate over $102,000,000. 

Inatimelike the present, when credit Is 
impaired and contracted and the business of 
the country is suffering from the inevitable 
reaction from the inflation of recent years, 
it is ot the utmost importance that the Gov- 
ernment credit should be above suspicion. 
For this reason the decision of the Secretary 
of the Treasury to issue bonds for the pur- 
pose of maintaining his gold reserve at the

It is unfortunate that the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury does not possess the 
broader and more flexible power with which 
he has asked r to invest his office, 
Dut failing that he has done all he could. It 
might and should have been done sooner, 
but it has been done beforeit was too late, 
for which we should be thankful and take 
courage. The legal question as to whether 
the Secretary has any right to use money ob- 
tained from the sale of bonds for any other 
purpose than that specified under the law of 
1875 is one to be determined by his proper ad- 
visers. In the opinion of many sound critics 
there appear tobe grave doubts as to this 
question, and judicial and legislative sanc- 
tion should be obtained on the point of 
right involved. There have already 
been redeemed since the passage of the act 
nearly $100,000,000 of greenbacks and 
over $50,000,000 Treasury notes. Those have 
under the law been pald out in the course of 
business of the Treasury. Io what accounts 
are these redemptions chargeable? There 
has also been an intimation that erty a 
tions to the new issue will not increase the 
Treasury net holdings of gold. As under the 
banking laws and the prevailing low interest 
rates the bonds offer small inducements for 
subscription by the national banks, the 
greater part of the bonds must be taken 
elsewhere. At the same time it will de- 
volve on the banks holding the balance 
of their customers to furnish the money for 
the subscriptions. There are two courses 
open to them. 4 can either at once pay 
over such portion of thelr gold holdings as is 
necessary to fulfill the subscriptions of their 
customers or they can make the Treasury 
give them gold in exchange for greenbacks 
or Treasury notes and tien pay back the 
gold to the Treasury on account of the sub- 
scriptions. The latter course would result in 
increasing the general balance of the Treas- 
ury without affecting its gold balance. Their 
right to do this is unquestioned. The wisdom 
of such a policy must be determined indivia- 
ually. It is certain that in endeavoring to 
hold on to their gold and in discrediting 
other forms of Government money they will 
perbaps stir up more disquiet and uneasiness 
than they desire. 

There are two points that have contributed 
tothe general apathetic feeling shown in 
local financial circles toward the bona issue. 
One Is the lack of close relations between the 
Treasury Department and local financiers, 
and the other is the fact that the present 
issue is generally considered inadequate and 
sure to be followed by another for at least aa 
great an amount in a few months.

MARKED SIGNS OF IMPROVEMENT. 
New YorK, Jan. 20.—The Post says: The 
better feeling encouraged by the Govern.

He Remained at His Post Too Long ala 
Was Unable to Extricate Himseli— 
Fireman Mack Smith Seved His Life 
by Jumping — News From East t. 
Louis and Belleville. 


George Kirby, a locomotive engineer on 


the Belt Railroad, was drowned in the river 
near the Union Elevator in East 8t. Louis 
yesterday afternoon. His engine ran off the 
end ofa ‘‘cradle’’ while pushing cars onto a 
transfer boat, and he was unable to 
extricate himself. Mack Smith, fire 
man of the engine, saved himself 
by leaving his post when he saw that the 
locomotive was about to leave the crgdle. 
The accident was a rather pecullar one. 
Engineer Kirby ran his locomotive Gown the 
track on the river somewhat farther than 
was customary, and the wheels began to slip 
on the wet rails. When the flreman per-

and saved his life, but Kirby tried to stop the 
engine and remained inthe cab until it was 
too late for him to get off. He was carried 
into the river and was drowned. The body 
was not recovered during the afternoon, 
but a diver was procured from St. Louis 
in the evening to go down after it. Kirby, 
who was about 85 years oid, resided at 315 
South Fifth street, Kast St. Louls. He was 
a widower with four chiidren. One car of 
coal was carried into the river with the loco- 
motive.

Ex-State Treasurer Passes Out 
Through Penitentiary Gates. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Jan. 20.—At mid- 
night last night the great gates of the prison 
swung beck and Ed T. Noland, ex-State 
Treasurer of the State of Missouri, after a 
confinement of eighteen months, walked 
forth a free man. 

To-day he clasps to his arms a faithful 
wife and receives the Kisses of innocent chil. 
dren. 

When interrogated by a Post-DIspaTcH 
correspondent as to his future he replied: ‘‘I 
do not care to be interviewed either as tothe 
past ox the future. Ail I ask is to be left 


alone. I have no grievances to air nor 
boasts of the future to make. 

Noland was elected Treasurer of Missouri 
In 1888. Frevious to his advancement he 
held the chief clerkship in the office for a 
numberof years. In February, 1890, rumors 
became rife that something was wrong in 
Noland’s office, and on the 28th of that 
month the Governor started an investigation 
ofthe office and on March 8 following dis- 
covered evidences ofa defalcation amount- 
ing to between $382,000 and $23,000. Noland 
was immediately suspended from the office 
of State Treasurer and soon after indicted 
by the Grand 1 £ The first trial opened 
May 6, 1891, and after several days’ session 
the case was given to the jury, which could 
not agree, and were dismissed. 

The second trial ended witha verdict of 
guilty on the lithday of July last and the 
Pepienment fixed by the jury was two years 
n the State prison. The jury took but two 
ballots. The first stood ten for conviction 
and two for acquittal. On the second ballot 
the twelve were unanimous for conviction. 
The maximum punishment for the offense is 
fifteen years.

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NO MUMMY LIKE THIS ONE, 


A Wonderfully Life-Like Corpse of a Wo- 
man of the Twelfth Century.

The most bDeautifulmummy in the world 
Was recently unearthed in a subterranean 
crypt of St. Fides’ Church in Schiettstedt, 
Alsatia, which had been closed up and, in 
fact, forgotten for 100 years or more. St. 
Fides’ Church was built by members of the 
Hohenstaufen dynasty in the Eleventh Cen- 
tury. Thecrypt was originally intended asa 
burial place for the princes of that house. 
At the beginning of the twelfth century the 
dla ck plague visited the towns end the vaults 
were walled up. 
At the beginning of this century the stone 
and mortar was partly removed anda small 
opening made just big enough to allow a 
man to crawl through, butthe investigation 
led to no discoveries.

provide work, food, clothing and 
comfort for all the citizens. But the Al- 
truists are not shod with seven-league boots, 
and hence they will make for their goal by 
short, snail-like yet persistent advances. 
Mr. Alcander Longley is President of the local 
community. Forty persons, who have 
listened to his exposition of the Altruist 
doctrines, have signed the articles of agree- 
ment. As soon as they subscribe $100 a plece, 
the community will commence operations. 
Mr, Longley thinks thatina few days they 
will establish a restaurant, later a laundry. 
in time @ grocery, and eventually they hope 
to “ave at their service gvery kind ot useful 

ry. The membersof the community 


rtake of the staff of life at the restau-

USE NO MONEY. 
dealings with each other, money,

THE RESTAURANT FIRST. 

Mr. Longley, speaking of his community 
yesterday, said: Les, we expect to put our 
principles toa practical test in St. Louis in 
a short time. Altruist communities 


usually select ti farm and raise 
articles of foed and make their own cloth- 
ing, but many of our members are per- 
sons who have city avocations, and hence 
we thought best to make our start in the 
city. Intime we may purchase afarm and 
have our urban and rural communities work 
hand in hand. Our society Bas been in ex- 
istence fortwenty-five years. It was incor- 
— — in Jasper, Buffalo, Jefferson and 

allinger Counties, but for one reason 
the communities did not 
hold together. We hope, however, to profit 
by our past experience and avoid occasions 
of dissension. Although the admission fee is 
$100, applicants who have more are expected 
to put it all in, even it they possess thou- 
sands. On the other hand if a person may 
not have $100 the community will supplement 
his donation with the earnings of the store 
until the required sum is completed. We 
will borrow money from outsiders and give 
them a good rate of interest for it. 


TO SECURE A DWELLING.

DECLARATION OF PRINCIPLES. 

The preamble of ithe articles of agreement 
for the Altruist community about to be 
established is as follows: 

Whereas, We believe that all mankind are by 
nature one common brotherhood; that eur social na- 
ture requires that we should love each other as our- 
selves, and de to each other as we would be done by, 
in order to secure peace and plenty toali: that our 
happiness can only be secured in proportion as we 
promote the welfare ef society; and consequently 
that we should live and work together in a com- 
munity, with common property and united labor, in 
which each would work for the community ac- 
eording to his ability and be supplied thereby ac- 
cordiag to his waste, and in which all the members 
would have an equal vofee in deciding upon al! its 
business affairs, both in production and distribu. 
tion, and also in the choice of officers to carry out 
such deeisions; 

Therefore, We. whose names are annexed, 
hereby unite and organize ourselves under the 
name of the Altruist Commuaity, etc. and severally 
acree te freely devote our labor and means, to the 
full extent of ability, for the purpose of carrying 
out the followiag object and regulations, to all of 
which we fully agree: 

The object is said to be: 

To have the members unite in their labor and in 
carrying on alitheir business affairs, hola their 

rty in common forthe use of ali, and dwell 
gether in a common home. And to secure an in- 
tegrai education of ali the members and unite their 
intereste so that they shall co-operate for their mu- 
happivess, assistance and support. 
GOVERNMENT OF THE SOCIETY. 

Equal rights and privileges are allowed to 
all the members, men aud women, and all 
matters pertaining to the welfare of the 


community are to be decided by a vote of 
the community.

THE VETERAN'S SPREE.

purchasers. 


It also provides that partly 


used tickets, or single-rate excursion tickets 
as woll as all special-rate tickets, shall be

Interesting Gossip and Stories About 
Persons Known in Stageland. 

Thomas Burns, who played the part of Mr. 
Grundy au Mrs. Grundy, Jr., last week at 
the Olympic, is one of the youngest looking 
old actors On the stage. Mr. Burns is shy an 
eye; that is, one of hig optics is bad; in fact 
almost gone,as far as sight is concerned.

ex-cathedra what shall be the ecclesias- 
tical music of the future, but deeause 
it is felt beforehand: that his 
argument will define what is truest and 
highest ina noble art form and bea plea for 
its adoption, as wellasan inspiration for its 
propagation. 

AMERICAN CHURCH MUSIC. 
The decadence in Europe leans more on ths 
side of production than towards any great 
deterioration from the spirit of the church in 
regard to what is the proper music for eccle- 
sjastical observances. In America the choirs 
of every church in the land with rare excep- 
tion have been and are guilty of sins, both of 
omission and commission. The use 
of the Gregorian chant is obso- 
lete; the names of Palestrina, Or- 
lando Lassus, J. Horio and Casilalani 
are unknown to 99 per cent of the choir sing- 
ers. Instead there is very much thatis worse 
in the so-called religious music of Mozart, 
Von Weber, Pacint and Cunainsa, with quite 
a number of arrangements from Donizetti, 
Meyerbeer, Verdi, not to speak of the glar- 
ing, bold setting of thesaered text to tune - 
ful and florid gems from popular grand 
operas. The statement is no more exagger- 
rated than the indifference of the Catholic 
clergy and laity to an absolutely existing 
condition. 

Ine excuse that is advanced just now 
is that modern church music s 
attractive, to which the advocates of pure 
ecclesiastical music testily reply: Why not 
reverse the pewsand let the audience face 
the choir?’’ 

THE REASONS WHY. 

An analysis of the causes for this state of 
affairs will bring forth several reasons. They 
are: First, the lack of musical culture among 
the clergy, and their consequent Inability to 
judge and direct the work of the choir. 


Second, the difficulty of securing singers or a 
choir master capable of adequately render- 
ing the difficult works of the schools of 
Gregory or Palestrina. Third, indifference 
of the congregation towards the work of the 
choir, anotcrious fact in Catholic circles, 
and, lastly, a lack of funds to support a 
choir capable of properly interesting them. 

These are facts well known to all who have 
studied the American situation. There has 
been some effort fora remedy, notably the 
work of the Cecilla Society, who have made 
successful efforts to revive the music of 
Palestrina and by their work have propa- 
gated to some extent the desire for what is 
both good andtrue in church music. The 
movement, however, never attained any 
general force. The Encyclical of Leo, it 
is expected, will work an era of renaissance 
in the musical art of the church. 

WILL NOT BE GREGORIAN. 

The Roman correspondents of the Amert- 
can press have sent out intimations that the 
Pope will ordera return to the Gregorian 
system. The statement is indefinite and 


misleading. For certain forms of worship 
the church has never departed from the Gre- 
gorlan and never will. The question at issue 
is what music will be rendered by the lay 
choir who assist at the solemn celebration of 
the mass. s#orthis the Holy Father will cer- 
tainly not recommend the use of’the Grego- 
rian music. It would be flying in the face of 
ecclesiastical precedent; it would discourage 


production in one of the greatest felds of 
church art, and, lastly, it would bean in- 
junction that, coming even from so august a 
personage, could not in many instances and 
would not in others be carried out. It is not 
at allreasonable to anticipate that the Pope 
willordera return to the Gregorian music, 
It would be contrary to his well-defined 
spirit of progress. 

Since the time that Palestrina wrote his 
three masses dedicated to Pope 1 
for the committee appointed by the Council 
of Trent to pass upon the eligibility of Poly- 
phonic music for ecclesiastic services, the 
propriety of the sacred composer to employ 
all the legitimate resources of his art has 
been recognized. By losing 81 ht of the true 
attitude and conceiving the subject in a sub- 
jective instead of an objective manner, 
the church composer introduced methods 
and effects not in harmony with the 
true spirit of worship. The works of the 
classical Catholic composers are full of such 
strange misconceptions. Beethoven and 
Hayden, for instance, have written **Kyries 
to masses beginning with the biare of 
trumpets as though heaven were t 
stormed with the cries, 
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mystery or its meaning, put the minor de- 
tails are suggested to the auditors. . 

It is this class of com osition, altogether 
too common of late, that the Pope will in all
